tion of the occurrence of heart 
disease. This has not been proved 
to everyone’s satisfaction. 
A group of liquid fats known 
es unsaturated fatty acids are 
now being used to reduce high 
blood cholesterol levels. W hy this 
kind of fat should be able to help 
the body control its use of the 
other, supposedly harmful typo 
of fat, saturated or animal fats, 
is not known. However, the fact 
that it does has led to the devel­ 
opment of medicines containing 
them, sn that it is now possible 
to take such beneficial fats in 
capsules, emulsions or tablets.

v hi ch currently accounts for fifty-five per cent of all male deaths. 
For every HH),OOO people i i i the I ’. IS., each year .’>84 males die of 
heart disease, whereas only ‘581 women succumb to the same cause. 
VV hila these figures are distress­ 
ing to physicians, they are also 
a powerful incentive to research­ 
ers seeking clues as to the cause 
of this type of illness. 
Most researchers agre# that 


the rata difference between the 
sexes is highly significant, and 
that something in s woman’s 
makeup piotects her against dis­ 
ease.

venting heart attacks isn’t desir­ 
able. This is because men so 
treated develop feminine charac­ 
teristics and other objectionable | 
aide reactions. 
The low incidence of heart dis­ 
ease in women during their re­ 
productive years (when their 
production of hormones is high! 
is matched by the lower levels of 
cholesterol which tire found in 
their bloodstreams. Because this ' 
difference between men aud w*o- 
men parallels their heart disease 
rates, and for other reasons, doc. j 


tors believe that high blood fat 
levels may lie an advance indica­ 
tion of the occurrence of heart 
disease. This has not been proved 
to everyone’s satisfaction. 
A group of liquid fats known 


as unsaturated fatty acids are 
now being used to reduce high 
blood cholesterol levels. Why this 
kind of fat should h«» able to help 
the body control its use of the 
other, supposedly harmful type 
of fat. saturated or anima! fats, 
is not known. However, the fact 
that it does has led to the devel­ 
opment of medicines containing 
them, so that it is now possible 
to take such beneficial fats in 
capsules, emulsions or tablets. 
For men as well as women, 


though, all doctors agree that 
weight control is of primary im­ 
portance in prevention of heart 
disease. They urge all of us not 
to eat more than our bodies need.

Fats and Heart Disease

Are there, then different kinds 


of fat? How much fat should 
an adult consume? How are fat 
deposits in arteries - which are 
thought to he a factor for mak­ 
ing heart disease our No. I killer 
• related to the fats we eat? 
None of these questions is sim­ 
ple and the answer to the last 
one is still a matter of medical 
controversy, but more and more 
Americans are demanding the 
answer. That is because 630,000 
of us died last year as a result 
of atherosclerosis, a silting up of 
the aitches 
(especially those 


which nourish the heart) with 
a fatty substance called choles­ 
terol. 
Basically, there are two differ­ 
ent kinds of fats, the unsaturated 
and Mtturatr-d kinds. The first 
has a low hydrogen content and 
is normally liquid at room tem 
perature. It is found in fish oils, 
olive oil, peanut oil, corn oil, cot 
Corniced oil, and many other vege­ 
table oils. Fat from these sources 
contains a high percentage of 
what are called “ essential” fatty 
acids, and some physicians be­ 
lieve that Americans are suffer­ 
ing from a deficiency of these 
essential nutrients. 
Such a deficiency may occur 


because most of the fats we eat, 
the .saturated fats, are derived 
from animals, and much of the 
rest from vegetable oils that have 
been “ saturated” with hydrogen 
to improve their appearance, 
taste, or keeping qualities. As 
much as forty per cent of total 
ea'ories in a typical U. S. diet 
come from fat, mainly saturated 
fat. By contrast, many peoples 
of the less advanced nations get 
as little as ten per rent of their 
calories from fat, and most of 
the fat they do eat it of the un 


saturated type. 
Blood-fat levels vary consid­ 
erably from person to person and 
from day to day. For example, 
researchers discovered that after 
eating a fat-rich meal some peo­ 
ple maintain high blood-fat levels 
much longer than others; that 
emotional stress increases blood- 
fat content; and that dosage 
with essential fatty acids re 
duces the cholesterol content of 
the blood. When alt these varia­ 
tions are understood, we will bi- 
much doser to understanding the 
riddle of heart disease,* 
Meanwhile, in an attempt to 


help us correct defects possibly 
caused by our over-rich diet, 
pharmaceutical companies have 
been developing emulsions and 
pills containing the essential 
fatty ands. One capsule, called 
Lenie, contains all five of the 
essential fatty acids and is being 
made available on the theory that 
we may need fatty acid supple­ 
mentation to prevent diseases 
such as atherosclerosis just aa 
V c need vitamins to prevent 
scurvy, rickets or anemia.

When the work is completed it 
m ust be accepted as having been 
performed in accordance with the 
requirements set forth in tlje new 
electrical code and the electrical 
inspector must make the inspec­ 
tion.
